RITING about traffic mortality figures is a melancholy 
business, at best, but it seems a plain duty to make 
record of the outstanding tolls exacted by traffic in a place 
the size of Detroit, for example. Attention has already been! 
called to a particularly heavy week, and here is another that | 
springs to the-eye. i 

Six men, ranging in age from 29 to 81, and two tiny| 
children—a girl of 4 and a lad of 5—lost their lives in auto- 
mobile traffic accidents in one week, reported by the police. 
The young man and another man in the prime of life at 47, 
lost their lives, according to the official record, because of 
the inattention of the driver. A 59-year-old man was killed 
because the driver did not use due caution and three old men! 
died because they were inattentive. A careless driver killed 
a boy and the little girl was a victim because she ran into 
the street. 

Faced by the facts of death, the judgment sometimes 
fails to function. Killings, through no matter whose fault, 
are deplorable, particularly in the case of the young with 
their lives before them. There is no escaping a certain per-’ 
centage of fatalities; but their number can be lessened 
by the kind of instruction at home that makes the child care-| 
ful in the street, and the kind of instruction abroad that! 
make the driver careful all the time. Detroit’s traffic is 
notoriously difficult to negotiate. It is urged again, and will 
continue to be urged, that driver and pedestrian alike exer-

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WILLIAMS SPEAKS 
TO TAXI OWNERS 


Urges Frequent Inspec- 
tion of Cabs to Pre- 
vent Accidents 


HICAGO, April 6.—Sid- 
ney J. Williatns, direc- 

tor of the public safety divi- 
sion of the National Safety 
Council, in an address before 
the National Association of 
Taxicab Owners at Chicago, 
yesterday called attention to 
the importance of mechanical 
perfection in cars on the 
streets as a step toward acci- 


dent prevention. 

“Safety is an old story to most of 
you,” he said. “You will probably 
agree that to avoid accidents in 
the operation of taxicabs all of 
the following points are important, 
though some are more important 
than others:— 

“1. Good mechanical condition of 
your cabs. 

“2. Good mechanical condition of 
the other vehicles on the streets. 
“3. Streets in good condition. 

“4. Proper traffic control—sig- 
nal lights, officers, signs, etc. 

“5. Proper traffic laws and reg- 
ulations. 

“6. A driver’s license law. 

“7. Education and supervision of 
your drivers. 

“8. Education of the 
public, including drivers, 
pedestrians and children. 

“9. Law enforcement. 

“10. To these we may add ac- 
curate information as to the num- 
ber, causes, and location of acci- 
dents so that our preventive work 
will not be based on guesses. 

“Some of these essentials are up 
to you: Keeping your cabs in good 
condition, including periodic in- 
spection of the brakes, steering 
gear, tires and other vital points 
in the equipment; training your 
new drivers before you put them 
on the street, supervising all driv- 
ers and insisting that they drive 
safely and obey regulations, and 
constantly educating them to think 
and practice safety by means of 
meetings, letters, dash cards, bul- 
letin boards and other methods 
which have been tried and found 
effective. You also realize the 
value of keeping careful records 
of all accidents in which your cabs 
are involved, not only to safeguard 
yourselves legally, but also to serve 
as the basis for bonuses, discipline 
and safety educational work. 

“Again, some of the essentials 
for safety are primarily up to the 
city government. This includes 
keeping the streets in good condi- 
tion, providing proper traffic con- 
trol and maintaining an up-to-date 
system of reporting and analyzing 
all street accidents. On _ these 
items you can co-operate with the 
city government—in a helpful, .not 
a critical way, of course. You can 
point out the need for repairing 
holes in the pavement that inter- 
fere with the orderly movement of 
traffic. You can lend support to 
those officials who are seeking ap- 
propriations for the paving, light- 
ing and even the widening of cer- 
tain streets to furnish additional 
traffic arteries.

Compulsory Insurance 
“T“AVOR a waiting policy in the matter of compulsory 
insurance to see how the Massachusetts experiment | 
works out before jumping into legislation of this character,” |

Massachusetts on the first of January, 1927, inaugu- 
rated its compulsory insurance law, which makes it manda- 
tory for every vehicle to be covered with liability insurance 
before it can be operated on the highways. The law has} 
been in operation just three months. There is nothing as 
yet to show whether it has been a success or a failure. 
Certainly common sense would indicate waiting and 
watching the Massachusetts experiment for a full year 
before trying this type of law in other states. The Bay 
State for the time being is acting as a laboratory in which 
is being carried out a practical experiment that will demon- 
strate whether this law is good or bad. In spite of the obvi- 
ous wisdom of a waiting policy, now fewer than twenty-one 
of the state legislatures have had compulsory insurance bills 
presented since the first of January. None. of these has 
actually become a law, but the danger still persists. 
Superficially, compulsory insurance seems to be a logical 
development. The protection of the general public from 
financial loss through the operations of irresponsible drivers 
seems a duty. BUT we do not know how much financial loss 
is suffered by the general public through the operation of 
motor vehicles by financially irresponsible persons. No 
figures are available in any convincing array. In the Dis-; 
trict of Columbia last year it was found that in only about 
38 per cent. of the accident cases were the defendants finan- 
cially irresponsible. These figures are not comprehensive 
and we have no right to base any assumption upon them, | 
but they are interesting.

ditions during the winter period. 
The records for the first three 
months of this year show that 111 
people met their death in motor 
vehicle accidents, as compared with 
only eighty-eight in the same pe- 
riod last year. Thus there was an 
increase of over 26 per cent. under 
compulsory insurance with 12,000 
fewer cars on the road. 

Registrar Goodwin says: “The 
great difficulty about comparing 
winter months with those of other 
years lies in the wide variation of 
weather and traffic conditions and 
we shall have to wait until settled 
weather for a fair comparison. 

“The figures indicate that con- 
ditions this year, in the first three 
months, were practically the same 
as they were in 1925, when traffic 
conditions were similar and it will 
be noticed that, although there 
were more people killed this year 
than last, the difference is due 
practically to the month of 
February.

A number of the live wire, progressive passenger car dealers are 
enlarging their accessory and equipment department and carrying on a 
merchandising campaign. Some of the more live wires have averaged as 
high as six turnovers of the stock, and every business man in the automo- 
tive industry knows that real profits are derived from turnover, not large 
gross profits. 


Many of the car dealers have carried accessories and equipment for 
some time past, but within the last year there has been developed the dis- 
play and merchandising spirit. The proper display is most vital to sales. 
Where the parts and accessory department practically join in so far as the 
counters are concerned it is practice to display the accessories on shelves 
and on display stands on the counter. When it comes to bumpers, radiator 
protecting equipment, trunks; luggage carriers, the larger items, these are 
shown on the sales floor of the service room, the place where the owner 
comes for his car. 


It is the experience of the successful deat: ising 
sories and equipment that the buyer ©! a new ically equinned 
is a good prospect for sdd*tional devices not included in the car sone rs 
equipment. Any dealer who will analyze the practical, standard itenis oi 


equipment will quickly decide that there is much to sell the new car owner. 


But sales cannot be made by the “come and get it” attitude. Dis- 
plays help, of course, but to achieve volume and turnover the car owner 
must be shown and must be sold. This may be done by the car salesmen, who 
generally work on a.commission basis. Of course, the accessory depart- 
ment salesmen will sell the owner who comes into the service station. And 
one live-wire dealer gives his mechanics a slight commission on equipment 
sold. The men are encouraged to inspect all accessories and equipment on 
the car as well as note that which is lacking. A form is made out for this
